with intelligence, much comfort might 
lie derived from the figures of the 
1980 census which show sin actual 
and a relative decrease in tim number 
of persons in the United States for 
whom two of the three “Its*’ remain 
a mystery. 
In 1920 there were 4,940. 
OOO persons IO years of age ami ores 
who were unable to read or write in 
any language. 
In 1930, despite ai 
increase in the number of persons 
over IO of 17 per cent. the numiier of 
illiterates had dropi>ed to 4,200,000. 
Greater effectiveness of the school 
system in reaching the whole pipit la­ 
tten and restricted immigration are, 
no doubt, the main factors contribut­ 
ing to this gratifying result. 
But too much complacency over this 
evidence of educational progress may 
easily be aroused. 
Ability to read 
obviously is no guaranty of intelli­ 
gence. 
It is neither assurance that 
the choice of reading will be helpfci 
to more 
useful 
living 
and 
better 
citizenship, nor that what is read will 
Im' understood. No. one wishes to hold 
in lanais of illiteracy any element of 
the population. 
Yet it can not la* 
ignored that in these days of sipier- 
fabundant rending matter developing 
the ability to read has its perils. 
The argument is not for restricting 
education, but for improving and ex­ 
tending its opportunities, so that liter­ 
acy may lie made discriminating by 
development of a finer sense of cultur­
